Hail Biiidce Hose Carseland Owns Park 


It the 1925 crop suffers trom any 
cause, it will not, apparenuy, be from 


drought, After a dry period of eight | 
days, a heavy rainstorm broke on 
Monday afternoon, and by 7 a.m. 


Tuesday morning one and seven-tenth 
inches of rainfall was registered in 
Strathmore, and the rain continued on 
Tuesday. 

Unfortunately there was a streak of 
hail in the rainfall, which did con- 
siderable damage from Dalemead east. 
The hail is stated to have struck lirst 
at Indus, and swept through about 
three miles north of Carseland, affect- 
ing the crops of Page, Mackie, Robi- 
son, Martin, and other farmers in that 
line. It then continued east through 
the Indian Reserve to Gleichen, and 
went from there to south of Cluny. 
The damage in the path of the storm 
is estimated from 50 to 75 per cent. 
The strip is estimated to have been 
about three miles wide, but details 
are yet meagre owing to some phone 
lines being down. Fortunately insur- 
ance was carried in most cases, 

Crop Progress 

Crops generally throughout the dis- 
trict, favoured by warm weather, have 
made rapid progress, and now 
standing from two to three feet high 
and heading out, Fall is now 
maturing, and cutting will commence 
sometime during the present month. 
Potatoes and other are 
showing a good stand,

The park amounts to 95 acres in 
area, and is almost surrounded by 
water, making an ideal site for sports 
and picnic parties, The use of the 
ground is free to anyone for camping 
parties or picnics. It is situated about 
four miles east of Keoma, near the 
centre of the Municipality. 

A bandstand has been erected on the 
highest point of the land, and later 
on trees will be planted, bathing shel- 
ters erected, etc.

History of The Stampede 


Oo 


The first Strathmore Stampede was held on the day of 
the opening of the Great War Memorial Hall, July 19th, 
1921. a $17,000 building erected by the contributions of the 
people of the town and district. It was appropriately held 
on Peace Day, July 19. 

_ Next year, 1922, was a small scale affair, and the pub- 

| lic seemed disappointed, so in the following years Stam- 
pedes have been held in Strathmore once a year, on the 
Wednesday closest to July 19. In 1923 the Stampede 
realised about $1,500.00 for the benefit of the Memorial 
Hall, but last year the net profit was small, principally on 
account of high labour costs, necessitated by the fire that 
ravaged Strathmore a few days earlier, and the fact that 
a large amount of capital expenditure was made for fenc- 
mg, ete. 

This year, while the prize money is bigger than ever, 
other expenses are being cut, and as much work as possible 
done by volunteer labour, with the patriotic object of 
assisting to materially reduce the debt on the Hall.
